CASE OF AMBROSE SMALL. 

In .connection with the missing 
Tnillioraire mystery which has again 
ceme into prominence a Toronto cor-; 
respondent writes 
paper :— : 

The disappetrincé of Ambrose J- 


tor, is the most sensational and baffling 
case is the records of Canadian crim- 
inology. In a few days or weeks 
John Doughty, his secretary for twenty | 
years, is to be placed on trial on 3 
charge of ‘* conspiring to kidnap "” his 
former employer. The public does not 
| know what evidence will be produced 


at the trial-and has as yet learned } 


nothing about the case which in any 
important degree dissipates the orys- 
tery In which it has been shrouded 
for the last fourteen months. 

It was on December 2, 1919, that 
the last was seen of Ambrose Small. 
His wile and friends were immediate-. ; 
ly anxious but, “scouting the idea of 


‘| foul play, thought he must for some 


reason have gone quietly away, per- | 
haps for a rest after the completion , 
of negotiations for the sale of almost 
his entire’ theatre holdings which he 
had been working on for some: time.' 
Accordingly it was three weeks or 
more before any official report was 
made to the police department or any 


‘\ steps taken to find him. ‘the délay |S 


has had an important bearing in ham- 
pering investigation. It surrounded 
with difficulty efforts to trace’ Smmall’s 
movements on the day he disappeared 
and, if crime was committed, gave the 


criminals ‘time to hide their tracks. 


As far as can be pieced together 
now, Small’s movements on the day 
of his’ disappearance were 2S fol- 


“blows :—He Junched at a “pestaurant 


with’ his’ wife and ‘his. solicitor. 
After lunch he accompanied his 
wi Wile. ‘to an’ infants’ home, telling 
her in parting he’ would be home 
to dinner at the” ‘psual time. He 
then -went to his office. . There ‘his 
‘solicitor had a conference with him in 
‘the late afternoon, end fixed-the hour’ 
of his departare by the fact that ke 
left about 5:30 to Catch a six o'clock 
train: - Small. was-‘alone “when the 
solicitor. Jett. “Alter that all is blank..

Sm: "papers on fhe street on the 
evening in question were accepted, 
and there have’ been built up that
